The  1987  survey  has  a  Glossary  based  on  ANSI  standard 
definitions  and  will  provide  conversion  tables  for  questions  number  19, 
20,  and  21.  Questions  20,  21,  and  22  will  be  optional.  Libraries  are 
urged  to  complete  these  questions  if  possible.  All  other  questions  must 
be  completed  by  all  depository  libraries. 

For  your  information,  the  "statistical"  questions  have  been  reproduced 
on  the  next  page.  All  underlined  words  will  be  listed  in  the  glossary. 
Each  depository  will  receive  a  complete  package  of  Biennial  Survey 
material  after  April  1,  1987. 


Documents  librarians  are  reminded  that  free  access  to  the  resources  of 
the  documents  collection  by  the  general  public  is  a  fundamental 
requirement  that  all  Federal  Depository  Libraries  share  (except  for  the 
highest  State  appellate  court  libraries).  Access  policies,  posting  of 
signs,  and  public  service  hours  for  depository  patrons  must  conform  to 
this  requirement.  Libraries  that  offer  night  and  weekend  service  hours 
to  their  primary  clientele  must  provide  comparable  service  hours  to 
depository  patrons. 

Failure  to  provide  for  free  public  access  to  government  documents 
received  through  the  depository  program  could  result  in  loss  of 
depository  status.  Librarians  who  have  specific  questions  about  this 
requirement  should  write  to:

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AUTOMATION  OF  GPO  SERIES  FILES 

As  a  result  of  an  agreement  reached  with  the  Library  of  Congress  on 
September  22,  1986,  the  Library  Programs  Service  is  pleased  to  announce 
that  it  will  share  its  current  and  retrospective  series  files  with  other 
libraries  in  an  online  environment.  The  retrospective  conversion  of  the 
file  began  on  December  22,  1986.  Library  of  Congress  staff  will  provide 
assistance  to  insure  the  successful  completion  of  this  important 
cooperative  venture.  The  GPO  series  coordinator,  effective  September 
23,  1986,  began  sending  series  authority  forms  to  the  Library  of 
Congress  for  all  new  series  and  series-like  phrases  that  are  established 
by  GPO  catalogers. 

Among  the  most  important  benefits  to  document  librarians  are: 

1 )  Access  to  the  retrospective  and  current  GPO  series  files  will  be 
available  online  through  the  OCLC  and  Library  of  Congress  databases. 

2)  Consistency  in  the  authoritative  form  of  U.S.  government  series 
will  be  attained  between  the  GPO  cataloging  products  and  the  OCLC  and 
Library  of  Congress  databases.
